This ought not to 
he, because as we have so often said, Portsmouth lends itself most 
naturally and sucessfully to beautifieation and . there is nothing 
that goes -so far .in this direction as trees.1 • Ordinarily paving is 
not laid to the full width of the sections reserved for pedestrians 
and as it seems neit to impossible to cultivate a good lawn along
